CONCLAVE OF KNIGHTS TEMPLAR. 


The Triennial conclave of the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templar will 
be held in San Francisco next year, 
commencing with a grand promenade 
concert ard ball at the Mechanics’ 
Exposition building on the 21st of 
August, 1883. Circulars—richly print- 
ed in red, black and gold, concerning 
_ preparations to be made for the grand 
affair, will be sent to all Knights 
Templar in the country by the Grand 
Commandery of California, which at 
its anuual Conclave in April, 1881, 
took the initiative by creating a Tri- 
ennial Committee, consisting of all 
the Grand Officers (ex-officio), together 
with seven others, chosen trom differ- 
ent portions of the State —the Grand 
Commander being (ex- officte) Chair- 
man—by this means placing the entire

EASTERN. 


Proposed Amendments to the Chinese 
Bill. 


Wasuinaton, April 18. 
The Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations this morning agreed to re- 


50 
port certain amendments to the House 


Anti-Chinese bill, instead of reporting 
a new bill. This is done to facilitate 
the passage of the measure by avoid - 
ing two different bills. The House 
bill was received by the Senate this 
morning, and the Senate Committee 
will report it when it comes up for 
their amendments. One is to require 


the President of the United States, in- 
stead of Collectors of Customs, to en- 
force the provision for sending ovt of 
the country the Chinese who come in 
violaticn of this Act. Another amend- 
ment is to strike out the fourteeath 
and fifteenth sections of the House 
bitl, providing that no State Court 
shall admit Chivese to citizenship and 
defining the words Chinese laborer” 
to be both skilled and unskilled labor- 
ers and Chinese employed in mining. 
The Committee leaves the provisions 
relating to the passport system as 
passed by the House of Repreentatives 
and as they were in the vetoed bill. 

To obtain the desired authority to 
report back the House Chinese bill 
from the Foreign Relations Committee 
without delay Sevator Miller was 
obliged at to-day’s meeting to accept a 
number of amendments offered by Ed- 
munds, including the recommendation 
to strike out the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth sections, known as the Farley 
and Grover amends to the original 
bill. 

The other amendments provide that 
the deportation of all Chinese who un- 
lawfully enter the United States shall 
‘be accomplished by authority of the 
President under such regulations as he 
may prescribe, and after judicial exam- 
ination by a Federal Judge, or Com- 
missioner, instead of devolving the 
whole duty upon the Collectors of 
Customs of the respective customs dis- 
tricts in which the Chinese may be 
found. This change is proposed be- 
cause it is found that the customs dis- 
tricts do not embrace all the land 
within the States or Territories, 
but only the shores and bays, etc., 
and for the further reason that any 
Collector deporting Chinese would act 
at his peril, and would therefore be 
likely to hesitate; whereas, if the de- 
portation is ordered by a court decis- 
ion no personal responsibility is in- 
curred by the officer who executes it. 

Another material amendment is a 
provision that a Chinaman belonging 
to one of the excepte@ classes who 
wishes to pass through the United 
States on his way home from a for- 
eign country may be allowed to do so 
by obtaining the certificate of a diplo- 
matic agent of the Chinese Govern- 
ment in the foreign country without 
being compelled to get one direct from 
the authorities at Peking.

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Warming Freight Cars, 

During the Winter it frequently 
happens that potatoes cannot be ship- 
ped across the mountains without 
being damaged by frost, and it is 
probable that hereafter cars contain- 
ing freight liable to freeze, will be 
warmed by means of lamps, or some 
other device. A cur has been in use 
for several months on the Maine Cen- 
tral Railroad which is said to obviate 
many of the difficulties heretofore ex- 
perienced in transporting potatoes in 
freezing weather. It was built at 
Waterville, Me., by the American 
Freight-car Heater Co., and is thus 
described: It may be called a warm 
air car.

SIERRAVILLE, April 15, 1882. 

Ep. Gazetre: The citizens of Loy- 
alton have been holding grasshopper 
meetings to devise some means to de- 
stroy the grasshopper eggs. They 
came to the conclusion the most teasi- 
ble way wasto hunt up the egg beds 
and plow under the eggs, and are vig- 
orously pacing their plan into execu- 
tion. No doubt millions of heppers 
can be destroyed in this way, but can- 
not be exterminated, as some think, 
for there are so many eggs laid where 
they cannot be operated: upon. How- 
ever, plowing will be a great benefit, 
and I hope will be contipued to the 
grasshoppers’ destruction. 

Snow is slowly disappearing in the 
valley, but very little plowing can be 
done before the first of May. Luck- 
ily the grasshoppers laid their eggs

where the snow is all gone, and can 
be easily plowed.

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WILL A BARKED TREE BEAR? 


A Girdlied Branch Bearing Apples 
While the Rest of the Tree is Bar- 
ren. 

It is almost universally believed that 

a tree or limb that is ringed must die. 


The idea is that the sap which circu- 


| lates through the bark is the life cur- 


rent, and when that is interrupted by 
a break in the channel there can be 


neither growth nor bearing. This the- 


ory seems to be entirely upset by an 
apple tree in front of Charlie. Knust's 
tesidence. He said the tree grew well 
but never bore, and four years ago he 
concluded to e nent it. He 
cut the bark on one limb clear down 
to the wood all atound for about half 
an inch. It was completely girdled, 
and there was no connection at all be- 
tween the bark above and below the 
cut. To prevent the wood from drying, 
Mr. Knust tied à narrow strip 
of common white muslin around the 
cut. That was four years ago and the 
limb has borne fruit every year, and 


‘the rest of the branches have been en- 


tirely barren. There has been quite a 
growth since, and the cut is sunk in 
nearly half an inch, but the bark has 
not joined, and perhaps never will. 
Mr. Knust thinks a possible explana- 
tion is, that the soil is too strong to 
produce fruit, and that sufficient sap 
gets up through the wood or the rag 
to sustain life and produce fruit. The 
case is rather an interesting oné for 
those fond of tree culture. Any such 
can see the limb any day they call at 
the place. 


A Remerkable Case. 

A. H. Barnes is feeling the result of 
the long Winter and late Spring. He 
is suffering from a cold and the open- 
ing in his side is closed up so that the 
tube does not reach in over four 
inches, and there has lately been no 
discharge through it from the lung. 
To-day Dr. Bishop performed an 
operation which was imperatively nec- 
essary to open the old passage into 
the lung cavity, and inserted a tem- 
porary tube.

Barnes is resting quietly, feeling much 
relief after the operation and the dis- 
charge of matter that had been pent 
up by the closing of the inner end of 
the duct. This is one of the most re- 
markable cases known to surgery. 
The tube has been constantly worn 
since 1863, and the least ebstruction 
or stoppage of the discharge causes 
immediate suffering. His left lung“ 
was first tapped“ fn 1849, and the 
accumulated matter drawn off, and the 
incision allowed to close again, until 
it was re-opened and a tube inserted 
in 1868.

BEEF CATTLE. 


Utah and Wyoming as Beef-produacing 
Territories. 

Mr. Whitney informs the Salt Lake 
Tribune that he bas shipped 2,500 
head of beef cattle from Utah to East- 
ern markets during the past year. He 
says Utah furnishes forty thousand 
head of cattle to Mastern markets 
every year, and cattle-raisers have 
realized about $15 per head. The 
dumping of the Colorado Indians into 
Utah with their 6,000 ponies will have 
the effect of driving out the large

Evans & Egan, and Travis. Northern 
Wyoming is about the last fine cattle 
range unoccupied, and will catch

UNCLE BEW JO was born in Boston in 
1800. Being a botanist, he effected many won- 
dertu. cures with roots and herbs. Ia 1844 he 
went to South America to study botany, and 
while there accidentaily made his great dis- 
covery. The natives of this country were 
quite familiar with 1t, and had alw*ys suppos- 
ed it to be a poisonous herb, which they used 
for the sole purpose of keeping snakes away 
from their tents or houses. This they did by 
laying it in a circle about the same ata pro- 
per distance off. This herb, Uncle Jo, as well 
as the natives, considered a very obnoxious 
and poisonous one, and when green and fresh 
it threw off a very distasteful and repuleive 
odor. Theherb grows about two feet wy 
and about eight inches of the top part of its 
stalk is leafless, and this part lops over and 
hange downward perpendicularly, and from 
its curved neck to its end it increases in size, 
and ot the end of the same is a n burly- 
looking ball, which etalk and ball, in this 
hanging position, loeks precisely like the 
tonxue of a bell. Hence Uncle Jo named it 
the Bell Tongue Plant. In Soath America 
this herb is only found in the extreme inter- 
ior of the country, and the natives there call 
it“ Zarr Nero.”
